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traveller jailed for targeting vulnerable OAPs 
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Behind bars: Benjamin Brown 
pleaded guilty to eight counts 
of fraud

A traveller gardener will be 
behind bars for three-and-a-half 
years for scamming elderly and 
vulnerable victims, some of them 
in their 90s, out of thousands 
of pounds by offering sham 
services. 

Benjamin Brown, 61, of Cox 
Lane, Epsom, pleaded guilty in 
July to eight counts of fraud and 
four of money-laundering. 

Guildford Crown Court heard he 
declared only £82,672 of £747,590 
earnings from 2006 to 2012 to the 
authorities, meaning £664,918 was 
undeclared. 

How much of that was from ille¬ 
gitimate business is unknown. 

Brown preyed on people unable 
to look after their gardens them¬ 
selves, who mainly lived in 
Surrey, but also in Sutton, Walling- 
ton, Richmond and Twickenham. 

The court previously heard he 
responded to any challenge over 
this with threats and aggression. 

Judge Recorder Christopher 
Critchlow sentenced Brown to 42 
months behind bars on Tuesday, 
October 20. 

Brown targeted his victims be¬ 
tween 2006 and 2012, trading under 
the names Greenfingers Garden¬ 
ing and Homecare Property Main¬ 
tenance, which offered services 
including landscape gardening, 
paving and fencing.

He advertised in local newspapers 
including the Epsom Guardian 
and its sister paper the Sutton 
Guardian, in parish magazines, 
and by posting adverts through 
doors, but would charge people ex¬ 
cessively for poor quality work. 

Judge Critchlow said: “What you 
were doing to some customers was 
grossly overcharging for doing 
gardening work for vulnerable 
people. 

“There was also a degree of 
targeting these elderly and 
vulnerable people. 

“It has also been said you did not 
have a charging policy, but rather 
you were looking for whatever you 
could get. 

“I will also bear in mind what I 
have read about you from the sev¬ 
eral long-standing customers who 
said you did good work. 


“But a lot of your elderly and 
vulnerable victims said they felt 
intimidated, and that you were ag¬ 
gressive. I will bear in mind this is 
your first conviction and various 
health issues. 

“You have shown some regret, al¬ 
though the probation officer said 
you still see yourself as a victim, to 
an extent.” 

He was jointly prosecuted by 
Surrey, Buckinghamshire and Sut¬ 
ton trading standards. 

In February 2013, a retired 
woman saw Brown’s advert in the 
local newspaper and phoned 
him to carry out some landscape 
gardening. 

Brown charged her £12,000, later 
reduced to £11,000, for work that he 
had been verbally quoted would 
cost between £4,000 and £6,000. 

In a second case Brown was con¬ 
tacted by an elderly woman to 
carry out fence repairs in her gar¬ 
den after seeing his advert in the 
local paper. 

She was charged £10,500 for a 
short run of fence and a gate. 

When Brown completed the 
fence he proceeded to lift the gar¬ 
den patio slabs, despite being told 
to stop by the pensioner. 

Brown re-laid the path and 
charged her a further £1,500, which 
she paid. 

A total of £120 victim surcharge 
will be paid and no court costs 
were ordered.

Robber stole purse 
from lone woman

Children’s centres are saved 



Surrey County Council’s 
u-turn on children’s centre clo¬ 
sures was met with jubilation by 
campaigners, although one bor¬ 
ough chief slammed its “hasty, 
poorly thought-out” initial plan. 

The proposal to close eight of the 
county’s 58 Sure Start centres - in¬ 
cluding ones in Stoneleigh and 
Ashtead - was made last April by 
the Conservative-led council, 
which attributed it to a £23.5m cut 
in Government funding. 

Sure Start centres were intro¬ 
duced in 1998 as a flagship policy of 
the newly-elected Labour Govern¬ 
ment, providing early learning 
services and day care, as well as 
advice on child and family health, 
parenting, money, training and 
employment, especially for those 
from disadvantaged backgrounds. 

A “consultation period” was 
planned, but last week the council 
made an about-face, announcing a 
“strategy refresh’”, in which none 
of the Sure Start centres would 
close. 


According to Surrey County 
Councillor Eber Kington, of the 
Epsom and Ewell Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation, it got thrown out because it 
was a “hasty money-saving deci¬ 
sion”, which drew “a great deal of 
opposition”. 

Coun Kington said: “Councils up 
and down the country are having to 
save money, and this was just an¬ 
other instance of this. 

“They earmarked eight centres, 
but ran into trouble when it came to 
the consultation period. 

“First of all, these centres are 
very important to a lot of people. 
Second, they didn’t really take into 
account where all these parents and 
children would go if their local cen¬ 
tre shut down. They’re obviously 
going to go to another one down the 
road, and then they’ll get full.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “We have recently refreshed 
our strategy for improving sup¬ 
port and services to families at an 
early stage and believe the Sure 
Start Children’s Centre pro¬ 
gramme can contribute to this and 
therefore reduce the need for more 
specialist support in the future.” 

Coun Kington also accused mem¬ 
bers of the Conservative cabinet of 


targeting centres in “middle-class 
areas” because they felt Sure Start 
should be targeted at “less well-off 
people”. 

He said: “Part of the issue was the 
nature of the people these centres 
in Stoneleigh and Ashtead help. 

“One Conservative councillor 
even said in a meeting once that 
provision of Sure Start should be 
based on “need not greed”. 

“They had this image of middle- 
class mums being given free breast¬ 
feeding lessons and they didn’t like 
that. They feel they should have to 
pay for that sort of thing.” 

This was echoed by John Swan¬ 
son, chairman of the Leatherhead 
Trinity School and Children’s Cen¬ 
tre, which runs the Ashtead centre, 
although he maintained there was 
nothing “untoward” about that. 

Dr Swanson said: “Yes, I think it’s 
fair to say there are smaller 
pockets of deprivation and 
need in Ashtead than in other 
places. Although there are still 
people who need Sure Start in 
Ashtead, and they would have 
been adversely affected if it 
had closed.” 

To complete the u-turn, the 
council has now said the Sure 


Start programme will work to con¬ 
tribute to a budget cut by “reducing 
the need for more specialist support 
in the future”, referring to youth 
support services designed to help 
teenagers into education, employ¬ 
ment or training. 

The National Childbirth Trust, 
the country’s largest charity offer¬ 
ing support in early parenthood, 
welcomed Surrey County Council’s 
decision, but questioned the wis¬ 
dom of the initial proposal. 

Senior policy adviser, Elizabeth 
Duff, said: “We need to see more 
Sure Start centres, not fewer, so we 
can continue to deliver vital ser¬ 
vices to parents in their first 1,000 
days. 

“NCT works with many Sure 
Start Children’s Centres around 
England and they often provide a 
lifeline for parents.”

The sell-off of land on Epsom’s 
Upper High Street by Tesco has 
been met with cheers from 
across the political spectrum, 
after property developers re¬ 
vealed it plans to build homes on 
the site. 

The plot - formerly an Iceland - 
has been left vacant since 2009, 
while Tesco mulled building a 
supermarket. 

But developers Meyer 
Bergman, which purchased the 
plot and 13 others across the 
south-east and Bath for £250m, 
has announced it bought it as a 
residential site. 

A spokesman said: “Meyer 
Bergman can confirm the acqui¬ 
sition of the Upper High Street 
site, Epsom. While we know 
there have been previous propos¬ 
als for a supermarket on the site, 


we have bought it as a residential 
site for our growing residential 
development arm and we look 
forward to working with the 
council, local residents and 
stakeholders in the preparation 
of new planning application for 
the site.” 

With politicians of all stripes in 
agreement that Epsom faces a 
housing shortage, Meyer 
Bergmen’s announcement was 
roundly welcomed. 

MP Chris Grayling lent his sup¬ 
port to the use of land at the east 
end of the high street for housing 
rather than retail because “we 
already have enough supermar¬ 
kets and too few houses”. 

He said: “All across the south¬ 
east young people are struggling 
to get on the property ladder and 
it’s no different here. We need to 
start building homes so more 
people can become property 
owners. So this is a good thing - 
I’d much rather that land was 
used for houses than for retail.

“It’s vitally important we make 
space for the next generation.” 

This was echoed by Labour 
Councillor Kate Chinn, who was 
actively involved in blocking a 
previous move by Tesco to build 
a full-sized supermarket on the 
land. 

Coun Chinn called for the 
building of “a lot more housing, 
especially affordable housing” to 
take priority over yet more retail 
outlets. 

She said: “We always thought a 
supermarket would be going up, 
but this is so much better.” 

Reservations about Meyer 
Bergman’s plans came from bor¬ 
ough Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, who said part of “Plan E” 
for future developments includ¬ 
ed building for retail at that end 
of the high street. 

The Residents’ Association 
councillor said: “We had envi¬ 
sioned some development to be 
a mix of residential and 
commercial.”

Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil voted unanimously to spear¬ 
head a county-wide effort to 
support initiatives helping 
refugees fleeing a “murderous 
fascist death cult”. 

Councillors decisively ap¬ 
proved court ward councillor 
Vince Romagnuolo’s motion at a 
council meeting on Thursday, 
October 15. 

Earlier this month he called on 
the council to resolve to work 
alongside its 11 boroughs and 
districts as well as Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council to support initiatives 
helping migrants seeking refuge 
in the UK. 

Coun Romagnuolo, the son of 
Italian migrants, was delighted 
to see his motion passed, and 
hopes the borough can continue 
the UK’s “proud history” of help¬ 
ing refugees. 

He said: “Although my parents 
weren’t refugees, they grew up 
under a fascist regime. 

“And make no mistake, these 
desperate people are fleeing a 
murderous, fascist death cult.” 

He said: “I know that budgets 
are under pressure, but we have 
a moral obligation to help those 


help refugees 


who are fleeing murder perpe¬ 
trated by Isil and barrel bombs 
from the Syrian Government. 

“I urge this council to take its 
fair share of the refugees and 
work with all the councils in 
Surrey and the county council 
to put pressure on the Govern¬ 
ment to provide the resources to 
house the refugees we agree to 
take.” 

Unlike many authorities, the 
council does not have its own 
housing stock and so would be 
reliant on securing housing asso¬ 
ciation homes and property in 
the private rented sector in order 
to accommodate people. 

There are currently long waits 
for people to be rehoused in the 
borough. 

Councillors supported Coun 
Romagnuolo’s motion, but were 
cautious to suggest a concrete so¬ 
lution until more information 
and guidance from central Gov¬ 
ernment was available. 

Residents’ Association (RA) 
Councillor Neil Dallen said: “We 
are aware that there are resi¬ 
dents within the borough who 
are prepared to offer rooms in 
their homes for possible 
refugees. 

“With councils across the coun¬ 
try receiving such requests, of¬ 
fers of help need to be 
co-ordinated. 


“Once we have more informa¬ 
tion from the Government and 
the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion, we should be able to advise 
people who they need to contact 
to offer their support.” 

In September, Prime Minister 
David Cameron said the UK 
would take in up to 20,000 
refugees over the next five years, 
but some councillors feel this is 
insufficient. 

Coun Clive Woodbridge, of the 
RA, said: “Nobody can fail to be 
moved by pictures of people flee¬ 
ing from Syria and elsewhere. 

“Government says it is willing 
to take 20,000, which is not being 
overly generous when you con¬ 
sider the burdens placed on 
other countries. 

“I think we should do more and 
I think we have to do more.” 

Conservative councillor 
Alexander Clarke said more 
needed to be done, but reminded 
the chamber that the UK’s dona¬ 
tions of £l.lbn to charities and 
camps make it the second largest 
bilateral donor. 

He said: “I do agree with the 
general thrust of the motion. 

“I do agree we need to do more, 
but the UK Government has been 
more generous than pretty much 
all other governments. 

“We have definitely not been 
lacking in our support.”

‘Freak accident’: West Ewell 
Infant School 


Fire crews free schoolboy 
as leg caught in tree stump

A five-year-old boy had to be cut 
out of a tree stump by fire crews 
last Thursday at West Ewell In¬ 
fant School, after it gave way 
when he was climbing on it. 

The boy’s leg had to be cut free 
from the tree shortly after 1pm, 
and Epsom fire crews then per¬ 
formed first aid while waiting 
for an ambulance to arrive. 

He was said to have suffered 
“minor injuries” to his leg and 
foot, although he did not have to 
go to hospital. 

An Epsom Fire and Rescue 
spokesman said: “It was a bit of 
a freak accident and the boy was 


in a bit of pain. 

“We used two saws to cut the 
base of the tree from under¬ 
neath him and get him free. 

“We’re trained in first aid so 
we provided medical treatment 
while waiting for the ambulance 
to arrive.” 

A spokesman for West Ewell 
Infant School said: “He was very 
brave as the fire service quickly 
released him, after which the 
paramedics gave him a thor¬ 
ough MoT.” 

The school confirmed the tree 
stump will be removed shortly 
by Surrey County Council.

‘Gift of life’ man is 
honoured in death

An Epsom man who gave the gift 
of life has received a posthumous 
honour after his donated organs 
saved the lives of others. 

Peter Baxter, 63, was given the 
Order of St John award for organ 
donation at a ceremony on Tues¬ 
day, October 13. 

He collapsed from a brain 
aneurysm in July 2014 and died 
at Charing Cross Hospital three 
weeks later. His organs were 
used to transform the lives of 
three other people. 

His wife Anne and sons Matt 
and Richard attended the 
ceremony, which was run in con¬ 
junction with NHS Blood and 
Transplant. 

Mrs Baxter, who is also regis¬ 
tered as an organ donor, said: 
“When I look back on the last 36 
hours of his life, I know that the 
kindness shown to us by the 
donor team nurses helped my 
family to understand what a 
marvellous thing Peter had 
agreed to do. 

“One of the last things I did for 
Peter was to give my consent to 
the donations. 

“It was a wonderful thing 
and I’ll always be very proud of 


both of us.” 

Between April 2014 and March 
2015, the number of deceased 
organ donors in the UK dropped 
for the first time in 11 years. 

Despite this fall, the Order of St 
John honours the 1,282 people in 
the UK who donated their organs 
after death, leading to thousands 
of patients’ lives being saved or 
transformed. 

Others honoured at Tuesday’s 
ceremony included Richard 
Curtis. His father John, who 
lives in Worcester Park, mother 
Jennie and sister Georgina ac¬ 
cepted the award on his behalf. 

Ann Cable, a member of the 


London County Priory Group of 
the Order of St John, organised 
the London ceremonies with 
NHS Blood and Transplant. 

She said: “With about three 
people dying every day due to the 
shortage of organs, these donors 
and their families have carried 
out an inspirational act to help 
others to live. 

“We hope the example they 
have set will encourage many 
more to follow in their footsteps 
and agree to become an organ 
donor.”

Epsom Hospital under threat 


I would like to thank Ben Weich 
for his article in last week’s 
Epsom Guardian (Health: ‘tem¬ 
porary’ removal at Leatherhead 
Community Hospital to be per¬ 
manent, no return for inpatient 
services). 

This article is the tip of a very 
large iceberg that is developing 
within the location covered by 
Surrey Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (SDCCG). Recent¬ 
ly a petition containing 
thousands of signatures to keep 
the stroke unit open at Epsom 


Hospital is gathering pace. 

Claire Fuller chairwoman of 
SDCCG, has stated in a letter to 
the Epsom Guardian that no de¬ 
cision has been taken regarding 
the future of the stroke unit. 

Residents should be aware that 
there is a strong possibility that 
this facility will close at Epsom 
Hospital. 

It has been proposed by SDCCG 
that the Epsom and Ewell New 
Cottage Hospital will move from 
its current location in the 
grounds of West Park Hospital to 


Epsom Hospital. To create the 
necessary space for this move to 
take place, one option being con¬ 
sidered is to move the outpatient 
services from Epsom Hospital to 
Leatherhead Community Hospi¬ 
tal. What do residents, who rely 
on this service at Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal, think of this proposal? 

How can this be better for the 
patients? 

It is not closer to home. It is fur¬ 
ther to travel and is more compli¬ 
cated journey by public 
transport. There is insufficient 


parking at Leatherhead Commu¬ 
nity Hospital. What do our doc¬ 
tors think about this? 

While I am reluctant to say this, 
I feel the residents who rely on

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At the Conservative Party 
conference, Prime Minister 
David Cameron announced 
plans to help Generation Rent 
become Generation Buy, with 
plans to favour the building of 
discounted starter homes for 
first-time buyers over the provi¬ 
sion of low-cost rented homes, 
writes Helen Collins. 

For those unable to access 
home ownership direct, the often 
overlooked and misunderstood 
option of'shared ownership' 
remains. 

Here, we address five of the 
key questions about shared 
ownership. 

What is shared ownership? 

Shared ownership is a part-rent, 
part-buy option to help people on 
lower incomes buy their own 
homes. Mainly provided by hous¬ 
ing associations and some private 
providers, it is popular among 
first-time buyers struggling with a 
deposit and who can't secure a 
large mortgage. Schemes vary but 
usually you buy from 25 per cent 
of a property (some schemes start 
lower) to a maximum of 75 per 
cent. You pay a reduced rent to 
the housing association on the re¬ 
mainder. You take out a mortgage 
to pay for your share, and you can 
buy extra shares if and when you 
can afford to - a process known as 
'staircasing'. The more shares 
you own, the less rent you pay - 
and the closer you get to owning 
outright. 

So it doesn't mean sharing my 
home or buying with a friend?

OWNERSHIP? 


No. The main difference compared 
with, say, Help to Buy (see below), is 
that you can initially buy a small share 
and only need a small mortgage. You 
can sell on the open market once you 
own outright, otherwise the property 
must be marketed back via the hous¬ 
ing association. If it does not sell with¬ 
in a certain time limit (usually two to 
three months), you can sell on the 
open market. 

Why haven't I heard of this before? 

Shared ownership began in the 
1980s but is not well known. Plus, 
government funding has been 
limited and it is only recently that 
new providers have come into the 
market. Properties are snapped up 
fast, so you need to move quickly. 
Where can I find a shared ownership 
property? Check the usual property 
websites and select a filter for shared 


ownership. You can also Google 
HomeBuy Agent or shared ownership 
fora list of schemes. 

Okay I'm interested. Are there any 
other options? You could opt for a 
Starter Home, available later this year. 
New homes will be available to first¬ 
time buyers under the age of 40 to buy 
at 80 per cent of their market value - 
with limits of up to £250,000 outside 
London and £450,000 inside. 

Or there is Help to Buy - this has no 
age restriction for eligibility and applies 
to both first time buyers and home 
movers for newbuild or older properties 
up to £600,000. You only have to raise a 
5 per cent deposit and you get a 20 
per cent equity loan funded by the 
government. You own outright and 
have to get a mortgage on the full 
cost, not just the share you buy.

How to choose the 
right property survey 



Where do I start? Most buyers 
rely on a mortgage lender's valua¬ 
tion. This will reveal serious de¬ 
fects that are likely to affect the 
property's value but it is only a 
cursory look at a home by the 
mortgage lender, to ensure it is 
worth the money. 

What is the process? A valuation 
is usually a straightforward 
process. The surveyor will check 
the property and assess the value 
based on its general condition, 
the value of homes recently sold 
in the area and the buoyancy of 
the housing market. The report 
will contain a summary of the 
condition and comments on any 
general faults that may exist. This 
valuation is probably enough if 
purchasing a new build but if you 
are buying an older property, 
then it is worth having a more 
comprehensive survey carried out. 

What sort of survey should I 
have? There are two main kinds 
of survey, which are recognised by 
The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors - a homebuyer's or a 
building survey. Both are carried 
out by chartered surveyors. A 
homebuyer's survey is more de¬ 
tailed than a valuation report. Like 
the valuation, the survey will 
check the general condition of the 
property and any major faults, as 


well as urgent problems that need 
specialist advice. It will test for 
damp in walls, damage to timbers 
and the condition of damp-proof¬ 
ing. It also covers insulation and 
drainage, plus the estimated cost 
of rebuilding the property for in¬ 
surance purposes, along with the 
value of the home on the open 
market. This survey is not suitable 
for properties needing renovation 
or major alterations. For these 
kinds of projects, a full structural 
survey or building survey is 
required, although an in depth 
building survey can be performed 
on any property. It highlights 
major issues, as well as minor 
defects and the cost of repairs, 
technical information on the 
construction of the property, the 
materials used, plus the location. 

Should I have a survey? A survey 
is similar to a health check for 
your new home. While it may 
seem like an unnecessary cost, it's 
the equivalent of a full check-up, 
so you know exactly what you're 
buying and its value. It is worth 
paying a few hundred pounds 
now to save on unexpected 
expenditure and hassle in the 
future. Some homeowners will 
invest in a survey before putting 
their property on the market.

Interest rates set to rise - How will that affect the Epsom property market? 


A couple of weeks ago, I mentioned in this 
blog about how the Bank of England has 
been indicating recently that UK interest 
rates will be going up in the not too distant 
future. Therefore, if you are one of the 4,601 
homeowners in Epsom, who own your own 
home with a mortgage, then you need to 
consider your options and start to budget for 
an interest rate rise.

You didn’t buy your Epsom Buy to Let property for 
it to become a millstone around your neck. It’s all 
about mitigating your costs and maximising your 
income to make your Epsom Buy to Let property 
the investment you want it to be. 

However, on the other side of the coin, two in 
three landlords who have bought property since 
2007, have done so without a mortgage. A rise 
in interest rates might be a good thing. Let me 
give you some background first, then I’ll explain 
why. Epsom landlords have see their return on 
investment for their Epsom buy to let property, 
over the last couple of years, perform very well 
indeed with Epsom property values rising by 
43.36% since the Spring of 2009. However, when 
rates do rise, whilst more expensive mortgage 
rates will ease the demand for borrowing, on the 
other hand, it may temper house price growth, 
making the property market more competitive... 


and therefore, we should see the return of some 
bargain property buys in Epsom! 

Finally though, can I ask all Epsom homeowners 
and Epsom landlords, who have a mortgage that 
isn’t fixed, they need to recognise that rates will 
rise throughout 2016 to 2018 and will continue 
to move steadily upwards towards more viable 
and feasible long term levels. However, I am not 
qualified to give that advice and this is just my 
personal opinion, so please speak to a qualified 
mortgage arranger and, if appropriate, fix your 
mortgage before interest rates rise. Don’t say I 
didn’t warn you! 

In the meantime, if you are a landlord looking 
for a bargain now, don’t despair ... there are 
plenty out there, if you know where to look! One 
place is Rightmove, another Zoopla and another 
OnTheMarket. However, sometimes, you can’t 
see the wood for the trees. At the time of writing, 
Rightmove had 373 properties for sale in Epsom, 
Zoopla 269 properties for sale in the town and 
OnTheMarket 136 properties ... where do you 
start? A lot of savvy Epsom landlords like to visit the

co.uk, where, irrespective of which agent is 
selling it, I regularly post what I consider out of 
the hundreds of properties on the market, to be 
the best buy to let deal in Epsom.

Thousands of pictures 
showing how a Leatherhead 
charity has helped disabled 
people for more than 80 years 
have been uploaded to an on¬ 
line archive. 

To celebrate the 80th an¬ 
niversary of its formal open¬ 
ing, the Queen Elizabeth’s 
Foundation for Disabled Peo¬ 
ple (QEF) has embarked upon 
an archiving project which 
has created digital copies of 
its historic photos. 

In addition to the digital 
image archive, a digital 
archive of film reels and 
video, and collection of oral 
histories from people that 
worked, trained and lived at 
QEF will all be available on¬ 
line soon. 

The headquarters in Wood¬ 
lands Road, Leatherhead, was 
formerly opened by the Queen 
Mother then the Duchess of 
York) on June 17,1935. 

The idea of a residential 
training college was first 
mooted in 1932 by Dame Geor- 
giana Buller, then chairman 
of the Central Council for the 


Care of Cripples. 

With the support of the late 
Queen Mother, then the 
Duchess of York, the centre 
was formally opened three 
years later. 

The foundation now 
has bases in Carshalton, 
Banstead and Epsom and 
helps more than 1,000 dis¬ 
abled people a year increase 
independence and improve 
life skills. 

Media manager at QEF, 
Alistair Pulling said: “These 
pictures tell a story of 
disability issues in Britain 


Idea: Dame Georgiana 
Buller founded the centre 
in 1933 

from before the Second World 
War and show examples of 
how people with disabilities 
trained for work and inde¬ 
pendent living. 

“They also show how 
Queen Elizabeth, the Queen 
Mother supported them 
and played a role to change 
attitudes in society.” 


Dementia patients at Epsom 
and St Helier Hospitals are 
reliving happy memories 
thanks to “reminiscence 
suitcases’’’filled with items 
from their youth. 

Items include ration cards, 
old-fashioned telephones, 
cosmetic products in origi¬ 
nal packaging and Elvis 
Presley memorabilia. 

Sue Cook, leader of the 
Older Persons Assessment 
and Liaison (OPALs), said: 
“Sights, smells, sounds and 
feeling all stimulate memo¬ 
ries for everybody. 

“We’ve found that a lot of 
the everyday items from by¬ 
gone decades that we don’t 
really see any more can be 
great tools for unlocking 
people’s happy memories. 

“This is a bit of a novelty 
for us members of staff, but 
more importantly they can 


be absolutely fantastic for 
reminding our patients 
living with dementia of 
happy memories they have, 
which in turn can lead to 
really engaging conversa¬ 
tions between them and our 
staff. 

“It can also help the per¬ 
son’s family and friends, as 
they see a more relaxed and 
chatty patient.” 

Other innovative methods 
in the hospitals’ dementia 
care include care charts on 
patients’ beds, which indi¬ 
cate information about 
their likes and dislikes, and 
hand-knitted mittens called 
Twiddlemuffs. 

Ms Cook said: “After we in¬ 
troduced the care charts our 
staff agreed they let them 
engage much more quickly 
with patients, who find it 
difficult to communicate.”

What's new? Nissan has taken 
the flak directed at the first Juke 
Nismo on its chin, and rather than 
denying any fault, the Japanese 
firm has got stuck in to make its 
smallest performance car better. 
The original was a bit of a lame 
duck compared to true hot 
hatches, but the Juke Nismo RS is 
firmer, more composed and more 
powerful. There's less body roll, 
more straight-line urge and it 
even looks better than before. 
Looks and image: If you don't like 
red detailing, you're in the wrong 
place. You'll find it on the outside, 
most obviously on the front 
bumper, and throughout the 
cabin, including on the chunky 
seats. Those bucket-style Recaro 
chairs are a serious statement of 
intent, giving the flagship Juke 
more weight to argue with. 

Space and practicality: Those 
aggressive seats don't do you any 
favours when you try to slide in 
and end up getting the tall side 
bolster stuck between your legs 
(or worse), so you have to adapt 
your entry technique. There's a 
modest boot that's big enough for 
the young and the child-free. The 
cabin is spacious enough in the 
front but a bit cramped at the 
back. 


Behind the wheel: The motorbike 
fuel tank-inspired centre console 
is an acquired taste, but there's no 
arguing in favour of the rubbish 
and dated-looking torque/boost/ 
eco rating readouts. What you'll 
enjoy more is the Juke's renewed 
sense of purpose. It pulls hard, 
with an oh-so-slightly improved 
soundtrack against the old one, 
but it also stands up to scrutiny in 
the corners. 

It changes direction with the 
fast reflexes that could only 


belong to a short-wheelbase car. 
Quick steering and a grippy 
Alcantara wheel mean you're 
never scrabbling for extra lock, 
and the car stays flat even when 
you corner like it's 1999. 

Value for money: At £21,995 the 
Nismo RS is not bad value. On the 
one hand, it's the same price as the 
bog-standard seven-seat Nissan X- 
Trail, but on the other it's cheaper 
than other similarly-equipped hot 
hatches. For its size, the Juke 
punches above its weight.

Sutton & Epsom return to 
action this weekend as lead¬ 
ers of London Division One 
South, and they will have 
their mettle tested immedi¬ 
ately - but head coach Lee 
Cholewa is delighted.
